HOW TO BUILD HOTBEDS. 



The Sunken Type B«st For Raising 
Early Plants From Seed. 

Of thfe several tyiies of hotbeds in 
general use the sunken or pit type is, 
all things considered, the best for the 
raising of early plants from seed. Thla 
style of bed is constructed by excavat- 
ing a pit six feet wide and two and 
one-half feet deep and as long as aee- 
essary to accommodate the number of 
3 by 6 foot sash it is desired to use. 
The sides of the pit are boarded 19 
with rough lumber nailed to posts 
which may be placed three feet or 
more apart. If some degree of perma- 
nency is desired good material will 
need to be used. Chestnut lumber is 
very serviceable and reasonably cheap; 
spruce comes next iu point of durabili- 
ty and cheapness. The sides of the 
pit should be raised above the sarfse* 
of the ground twenty inches at the 
back and twelve inches in front This 
will provide ample pitch to the sash 
for shedding raiu and also be of sufB- 
cient angle for good coust};uctiou of 
t&e sun's raj^' and hnitt Good saah 
should be used. 

The location of the hotbed should be 
chosen v.here the natural drainage is 
good and, if possible, where there is a 
good windbreak at the north ride^ If 
a suitable sheltered spot is not availa- 
ble then a tight l>oard fence six feet 
high and extt-nding several feet be- 
yond each end of the hotbed should be

Without such a windbreak it 
will be almost Impossible to raise eariy 

plants successfully in the hotbed. The 
windbreak should be about live feet 
away from the nwth side Of tbe frame. 

The heating material for the hotbed 
should lie horse manure fresh from the 
stable, to whii h should be added, wbeu 
accessible, one-half its bulk of forest 
leaves. If these are not available straw 
or hay may be used. The manure and 
added material is to be thoroughly 
mixed and formed into a conical heap 
to undergo fermentation. In the for- 
mation of this heap it should be trod- 
den down in successive layers of a 
foot in depth until the heap is four 
feet or uiwit' in height. The base of 
the heap shoitld be of siiincient diame- 
ter to insure good fermentation in the 
severest winter weather. All the ma- 
terial used fo;- heating should be we!' 
dampened before putting it iu tbe pile 
or the fermentation will not be evenly 
distributed, r^re must be talceu that 
no frozen ..lattTial is [lUt in the heap 
or fermentation will be slow and may 
greatly interfere with tbe operator's 
plans of an eariy sowing of seed.— Ru- 
ral New Yorker.

Celery Storage. 
Hotbeds and cold frames are quite 
satisfactory for storing celery. They 
may either be dug out deeper or havo 
another set of boards on top to give 
the required height. The plants are 
set in the frame close together and 
then covered with boards lapped to 
shed rain. In very cold localities such 
frames art- covered with sash, over 
which are mats covered with boards. 
Ventilation mujrt be given on warm 
daj-.s by blocking up the sash. Celery 
is also stored satisfactorily iu trenches, 
with the boards used in blanching nail- 
ed in V shape and placed over tbe top. 
If warm weather follows the troughs 
are 1-Iooked up to admit -lir. U'heu 
frost comes a tight furrow is thrown 
up along the boards and -later manure 
Is thrown' over them, but this trench 
plan is usually adopted when the crop 
is to be sold early in the winter. Tops 
of celefy should always be dry when 
it Is stored, and some strfl Is lifted with 
the pl.-ints. It mtist be stored before 
hard freezing. •

Fed With Discretion, It Is a 
Pork Producer. 

A great many farmers are beginning 
to use t;iijk;;5e. I find it lieneficial and 
In a large degree profltable where hogs 
are kept, vyjltes H. W. Swope lii tLe 
America ti .\griculturist. There isu'l 
anything about good tankage or meat 
meal that Is to any way injnrfcms to 
hogs, whether young or old. Good 
takage contains over 50 per cent pro- 
tein, and for that reason it answers an 
Important question in animal economy. 
It is a good feed to use with com and 
highly palatable. It need not be fed 
In large quantities, and. especially 
when beginning to feed tankace, one 
part tankage to about tan parts of com 
is a very, satisfactory ration. 

Tankage ia animal matter from 
which the grease and oil hare been ex> 
tract ed. This consists of meat scraps 
and bone from meat markets and pack- 
tog hooses picked up fresh to a large 
tank and thoroughly cooked at a high 
temperature. The grease Is removed 
from the surface and tankage is then 
dried thoronghly. after which It Is 
ground, screened and placed in bags 
for shipment. The high temperature 
mnployed to cooking destroys all dis- 
ease germs that might be present 
Tankage, therefore, all summed up is a 
pure, .safe foeil tor hogs. It contains 
8 to 10 per cent moisture, and in a 
good, dry place It can be kept for an 
Indefinite period of time. 

I ^bave fed tankage to hogs of all 
ages for several years now and with 
excellent results in every case. With 
the high cost of feed a little tanliagu 
fed with the regular ration to the 
hogs each day will be fpund a good 
feed tovestment The cost of feeding 
tankafe seems to increase a trifle ev- 
ery year, bat I am sure it will pay all 
who can use It to do so ss long as the 
price is as reasonable as it i« today, 
considering its protein coiiteuts com- 
pared with other feeds. 

Tankage may be fed dry, either alone 
or with grain rations. I have found 
it very satisfactory in a thin slop. 
One station says that a ration made 
np of one pan tankage and six or 
eight parts "crn has proved to be th* 
most .satisfa t^ry. and a greater gal*, 
per 100 pounds was seemed to thli 
manner of feeding.

A Quick Growing Pig. 

I bought a Ouroc Jersey pig 
March 1. 1013. The pig was two and 
One-half mouths old ond weighed f;\en- 
tj pounds, writes a Louisiana farmer 
to the Farai and Home. 

The first month I fed one pint of 
chops mixed with the same amount of 
wheat shorts and half a galkm ot 
swill throe times a day. The second 
month I add«d one pint of chops and a 
quart of swill, making six pints of 
chops, three pints of shorts and niue 
quarts of swill per day. I fed the same 
amount of food up till May 19. Then 1 
began feeding two pints of both chops 
and shorts and a gallon of swill three 
times per day. My f>ig stays in a I'er- 
muda grass pasture all the time and 
has plenty of fresh water. The first two 
weeks my pig gained fifteen pounds. 
April 14 he welded sixty pounds. 
April 'JO he uei;;hed ninety pounds, on 
Inly 11 he weighed 225 pounds, a gain 
of 205 pounds since the 1st of March:

Concerning Fire. 

There are different kind^^ of fire 
Have you evw wondered why th» 
flame of the kitchen stova Is blno, why 

the open gas jet and the incandescent 
electric bulb shed yellow light, why 
the gas mantle shines white and why 
the electric arc is blue, especially 
wheu you see it burning in the day* 
time? The sooree of tha Ught la Af- 
ferent 

The old fashioned gas Jet and the 

incandescent Imlb shine because the ' 
carbon (or tungsten) in them is more 
than red hot The dlffer«ire Is that 
the thin wire of carbon (or something 
else) iu the bull> is heated by electric- 
ity and the fine carbon dust of the 
open flame (it Is called soot when it's 
cold). Is heated by the blue flam& 
The ye'.k'W gas flame is not nearly so 
hot as the blue. Tlmt Is why you 
should not turn up the gas too high 
vrj^en you :u;o cooking things oi tta 
kitchci! range. 

The gas mantle is white because the 
fabric is heated to a great degree by 
a blue flame inside, much like that of . 
the kitchen stove, and very hot. The 
electric arc shines with the light from 
intensely hot carbon, but mostly from 
the o.xvLrcu of the air, which is raised 
to a white heat by the passage of elec- 
tricity between the two carbons.

Concrete is as cheap as lumber for 
building purposes and ereii dieaper if 
Baud, gravel and labor are largely fur- 
nished on the place. An ordinary 
farm bandnriU become expert In the 
use of concrete with a f«w dajs* ex- 
perieu'-e. 

Silos, barns and othor bnildiug:^ 
dUde of this material are much safer 
tfian wood against fire and storm. 

The largest part of concrete is tho 
gravel or crushed stone. This should 
be clean— that Is, free from loam, clay 
or vegetable matter. The best results 
ore obtained from a mixture of sizes 
graded from the smallest, which Is re 
talned on a one-fourth inch screen, to 
the larger ones that will pass a one 
and one-half inch ring. For heavy 
foondation and abutment work larger 
sized pebbles and stones might be used, 
whilf l' >r re-enforced concrete work 
pebbles larger than those passing n 
one inch ring should not be used. 

In the selection of sand the greatest 
care should be used, and critical atten 
tion should be given to Its quality, for 
sand contributes from one-third to one- 
half of the amonnt of the materials 
used in makiug concrete. Sand may 
be considered as including all grains 
and small pebbles that will

through a wire screen with one-fourth 
inch meshes, while gravel in general l.> 
the pebMeh and stones retained upon 
such a screen. The sand should b« 
clean, coarse and, if jtosslble, free from 
loam, clay and vegetable matter. 

In mixing materials for concrete use 
two and a half times as mnch sand as 
Portland cement and twice as much 
gravel or stone as sand— that is, oae 
part cement, two and a half parte ol 
sand and five parts of gravel or crush 
ed stone. Use just enough water to 
get the consistency desired. If the 
sand is very fine the cement should 
be Increased from 10 to 15 per cent. 
When the mixture does rot have a 
uniform color, but looks strcaliy, it has 
not been fnlly mixed. 

If the mixture does not work well 
and the sand and cemtnt do not fill the 
voids in the stone, the percentage of 
stone should be reduced slightly, but 
the concrete should first be properly 
mixed. Concrete that is poorly mixed 
may present features that are entirely 
dlmlnated hj tvmlnsr It orer once or 
twice more. 

Concrete wet enough to be mushy 
and ran off a shorel when bein? han- 
dled is used for re-enforced work, thii; 
walls or other thin sections. Concrete 
just wet enongh to make It Jelly-like 
is used for some re-enforced work and 
also for foundations, floors, etc. It re- 
quires ramming with a tamper to re 
move air bubbles and to fill voids. 
This concrete Is of a medium consist- 
fucy. 

Sometimes bank or creek gravel, 
which will answer the purpose of sand 

and gravel combined, can be obtained, 
and it is fre<iuently used on the farm 
and in small jobs of concrete work 
just as it comes from the pit or creek. 
Occasionally this gravel contains near- 
ly the right i)ropurtions of sand and 
grav^. but in the majority of sand 
pite and grarel banks there Is a great 
variation In the sizes of the grains and 
pebbles or gravel and in the (jnauti- 
tles of each. This Is due to the fact 
that nil the deposits are formed tn 
Beams or pockets that make It Imi^-s- 
•ible to Fccnrc anything like UElforn. 
Ity. Therefore, to get the be&t and 
cheapest concrete It Is adrisable to 
screen the .-<aud and gravel and to re 
miT them in the correct proportions foi 
Qie woric 
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Homemade Drill. 
To make a drill, something which is 
essential on every farm, take a wheel 
about eighteen inches in diameter and 
wide enongh to mn a belt on and bolt 
same to the side 
of your workshop, 
as shown in ske tch. 
Take two 2 by 4 s 
about eight Inches 
;ong and l)ore a 
five-eighths inch 
hole In tbe center 
of each, so that a 
half inch gaspipe will work in them 
freely. Bolt these 2 by 4*8 to the side 
of the building about twelve inches 
from the big wheel. Attach a four 
Inch pulley to the half Inch pipe or 
cod so as to run a t>elt from the large 
wheel to tills, and teaten an old brace 
ratchet to the l)0ttoai of the gaspipe to 
hold the drill In place. Pnt a weight 
on a lever at the top of the drill rod to 
force the drill tlMQ^ til* Iron.— I«wa 
Eomestedd.
